The 
sites to be Inspected will be furnished today by 
the United States by their latest photographs. Ke 
says that once he gets there be is confident everything 
will be open to- inspection. He is also confident 
now ■ 
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now that the USSR will not bacic down, by the time 
ho geta there on Tuesday. Finally he agreed he 
would send copies of the three letters that he 
is coins to 3^na to Russia, to Cuba and to the 
United States to us before he sends then so that 
we can have an opportunity to make suggestions 
if we should so desire. He also said that the 
best news was the arrival of Xonltsau - X have a 
long and aauslng story to tell you about that at 
soiae later tioe.
